2. (U) The activities of the Office of Security during 
the week of 19 - 25 October 1978 were highlighted by the 
following items:

b. (U) On 21 October this Office provided 
augmented Security Officer and Federal Protective 
Officer support during the initial running of 
the Family Day Program for 1978. Approximately 
550 people were in attendance. 

c. (U/AIUO) During this period the pace of 
activity with respect to security support to 
the House Select Committee on Assassinations 
increased to Include daily and some weekend 
presence by representatives of this Office. 
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d. (U) On 23 October this Office, with 
the assistance of the Office of Medical 
Services, initiated the three-day Fire 
Prevention Program on the Headquarters 
compound. Representatives from the Southern 
Maryland Electric Company and the fire 
departments of Andrews Air Force Base, 

Montgomery County, Fairfax County and 
McLean, Virginia, participated.
